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"DOUBLE CROSSING" OIL STOCK ADVERTISING 


Every important newspaper in the United States, as well as 


publications in other lines, has received the first of a series of 
reports of the national vigilance committee of the Assocated Ad- 
vertising Clubs of the World on oil stock promotions. The re- 
ports form tho basis for a suggestion on the part of the commit- 
tee that advertising mediums, as a means for protecting the pub- 
lic and saving the public's money for investment in Government 
securities and essential enterprises, decline to accept the adver- 
tisements of promotion oil companies. 


The first of the series indicates in some detail what is to 


come in subsequent messages. The first report says many news- 
papers have been unconscious accessories in these promotion 
schemes. In some cases, publishers have knowingly accepted a 
part of the "oily money". 
In many other intances publishers 


have flatly declined to accept any advertising offering speculative 
oil stocks to the public. 


This first report explains that the committee appreciates the 


importance of the oil industry, but shows that practically none 
of, the companies using bombastic advertising has produced oil, 
and that those which have produced any have pumped extremely 
little. The report differentiates between the oil producing com- 
pany and the concern which produces oil stocks. 


The statement outlines some of the "tricks of the trade," 


and states that the future numbers of the series will go into 
more detail in this line. Names of companies and others will 
be used in illustrating methods, and the series is to be an expose 
of methods covering the entire field. 


Attention in this report is called to the fact that while much 


is said in the advertisements and the literature of promoters 
about enormous profits earned in the oil business, the committee 
has not seen a solitary statement describing large profits that 
were made through investment in speculative enterprises in 
which flamboyant advertising was used. 


One of tho favorite "tricks of the trade" is to sell the indi- 


vidual investor "the actual ground," usually a "lot" some twenty 
by twenty feet. The report shows that the price of such land 
has often been as high as $5,000 an acre—and it is usually land 
in outlying territory and on which it will not be possible even 
to raise onions after the promoters are through and the "invest- 
or" balances his accounts. 


Much of the advertising of the oil promoters, the report says, 


is of a character which ought, on its face, to serve as a i-ed 
flag of warning, yet the public seems ever willing to 'bite". For 
example, one of the companies said: 


"Practically all the risk is eliminated, and it is now simply 


a question of producing and marketing the oil." 


The committee suggests that "simply a question of produc- 


ing and marketing" describes where the risk exists. 


It has been announced that this and the subsequent reports 


Will be sent to business men who write the committee (at In- 
dianapolis), on their letterheads, asking to be placed on the list.

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"DOUBLE CROSSING" OIL STOCK ADVERTISING 


Every important newspaper in the United States, as well as 


publications in other lines, has received the first of a series of 
reports of the national vigilance committee of the Assocated Ad- 
vertising Clubs of the World on oil stock promotions. The re- 
ports form tho basis for a suggestion on the part of the commit- 
tee that advertising mediums, as a means for protecting the pub- 
lic and saving the public's money for investment in Government 
securities and essential enterprises, decline to accept the adver- 
tisements of promotion oil companies. 


The first of the series indicates in some detail what is to 


come in subsequent messages. The first report says many news- 
papers have been unconscious accessories in these promotion 
schemes. In some cases, publishers have knowingly accepted a 
part of the "oily money". 
In many other intances publishers 


have flatly declined to accept any advertising offering speculative 
oil stocks to the public. 


This first report explains that the committee appreciates the 


importance of the oil industry, but shows that practically none 
of, the companies using bombastic advertising has produced oil, 
and that those which have produced any have pumped extremely 
little. The report differentiates between the oil producing com- 
pany and the concern which produces oil stocks. 


The statement outlines some of the "tricks of the trade," 


and states that the future numbers of the series will go into 
more detail in this line. Names of companies and others will 
be used in illustrating methods, and the series is to be an expose 
of methods covering the entire field. 


Attention in this report is called to the fact that while much 


is said in the advertisements and the literature of promoters 
about enormous profits earned in the oil business, the committee 
has not seen a solitary statement describing large profits that 
were made through investment in speculative enterprises in 
which flamboyant advertising was used. 


One of tho favorite "tricks of the trade" is to sell the indi- 


vidual investor "the actual ground," usually a "lot" some twenty 
by twenty feet. The report shows that the price of such land 
has often been as high as $5,000 an acre—and it is usually land 
in outlying territory and on which it will not be possible even 
to raise onions after the promoters are through and the "invest- 
or" balances his accounts. 


Much of the advertising of the oil promoters, the report says, 


is of a character which ought, on its face, to serve as a i-ed 
flag of warning, yet the public seems ever willing to 'bite". For 
example, one of the companies said: 


"Practically all the risk is eliminated, and it is now simply 


a question of producing and marketing the oil." 


The committee suggests that "simply a question of produc- 


ing and marketing" describes where the risk exists. 


It has been announced that this and the subsequent reports 


Will be sent to business men who write the committee (at In- 
dianapolis), on their letterheads, asking to be placed on the list.
